to reduce acreage of big staples and 
plant a large variety," Lyman said. 


"There are signs that stock beed- 


ing also is being reduced. Some rais- 
ers are selling animals younger than 
would be profitable unless they intend- 
ed to reduce the size of thefr herds. 


"The labor situation is vastly im- 


proved. Farm hands are more easily 
found and wages are getting down to 
a reasonable level."

Henry C. Wallace, secretary of agri- 


culture, conferred with the farmers 
on the marketing- plan and assured 
them of, government assistance in sell- 
ing- their grain. 


Wallace declared that thoir was Just 


as much reason why the government 
should assist the farmer in developing 
methods for marketing his crops effi- 
ciently as there is for aiding him in 
increasing production. 


"Farmers must give attention to the 


business end of their business if the 
nation is to maintain its agriculture 
on a sound economic basis," Wallace 
declared. 


The cooperative marketing: plan was 


worked out by a "committee of seven- 
teen" appointed last July. 


C. H. GuBtafson, chairman of the 


committee of seventeen, in present- 
ing the report, declared the plan will 
not interfere with existing farm organi- 
zations. 


"It is purely a cooperative plan, of- 


fered in competition with the existing 
unsatisfactory methods," he said. 
Discussing tho proposal for market- 


ing of grain through cooperative or- 
ganizations, James R. Howard, presi- 
dent of the American Farm Bureau 
federation, declared it marked "sun 
up for American agriculture." 


"It is cooperation and not corpora- 


tion marketing," Howard declared, 


Secretary Wallace, in addressing the 


conference, declared 
there was no 


question but that farmers were en- 
titled to organize for cooperative 
marketing. 


Wallace described the cooperative 


marketing plan as one which "will en- 
ahlo us to get our grain from the pro- 
ducer to the consumer more cheaply, 
in better condition and with, less!

the railroad problem. Out of every 100 
tons of coal mined in the United States, 26 
tons are used in operating railroads. Haul- 
ing this coal ties up thousands of freight 
cars.

motives. 


It used to be said that there wasn't 


enough copper in the world to electrify 
American railroads. There is plenty now. 
It might be an excellent time 'to start gen- 
eral electrification of the railroads. Eoads 
that have changed to electric locomotives 
say they would not go back. It is a great 
undertaking and would require enormous 
capital. -But it would also provide em- 
ployment for thousands. And money is 
never so scarce in the United States that 
it can't be gotten for a project that will 
save millions in the long run.

THE GERMAN INDEMNITY 


Grermany has \vor> the plebiscite in Up- 


per Silesia. 
But she has not yet won 


Upper Silesia. "Whether or not that rich 
triangle of mines and mills will be parti- 
tioned, will be decided by the allied council 
of ambassadors. The plebiscite, it devel- 
ops, Tvas merely "for the guidance'' of 
this council. 
The council 
now talks 


about dividing up Upper Silesia and giv- 
ing the vast coal beds, the third richest in 
Europe, to Poland. France, bent on weak- 
ening Germany and making Poland her 
eastern military outpost, probably will 
favor handing the mines to the Poles. 


Germany needs these coal beds. It is 


said they will last 1600 years, at the pre- 
war production rate of 50.000.000 tons 
a year. It begins to look as if the allies 
may be engaged in some clever diplomacy. 
At the next reparations conference, sup- 
pose they said: ""Well. Herr von Simons, 
do you think that Germany, if granted 
Upper Silesia, could manage to pay our 
original indemnity demand?" The stage 
is set in Europe for a great struggle over 
German indemnity. The Silesian plebis- 
cite may ring up the curtain- 


The Wall Street Journal figures that if 


Germany paid the allied demands in full 
May 1, 1921. the indemnity would total 
only the equivalent of $13.342,000,000 
—which, in rough figures, is only a third 
more than the allies owe the United States. 
But Germany's payments are to be de- 
ferred so that the final payment will fall 
due in 1963. 
During that period, com- 


pound interest will have 
increased the 


indemnity to $56.500.000.000. It will 
be correspondingly less if Germany pays 
in full sooner. 
Can Germany pay that 


much? 


In 1913 
the great Dresdene-r Bank- 


one of Germany's four "D'~ banks—is- 
sued a booklet in honor of the kaiser's 
silver jubilee. This booklet boasted that 
Germany's national wealth was equiv-, 
alent to" $270.000.000.000. 
Give Ger- 


many the benefit of the doubt and sub- 
tract the $62.500.000.000 which Privy 
Councilor Hiekmann recently claimed as 
the amount Germany has lost in forfeited 
territory and supplies. On that basis the 
principal of the proposed indemnity is 
only about six and a half per cent of Ger- 
many's national wealth. 


The Dresdener booklet further claimed 


that Germany's normal increase in nation- 
al wealth is equal to about $1.000.000,- 
000 a year. 
That increase would come 


very close to paying the total indemnity. 
Of course, figures can be joggled to show 
anything, but these statistics are Ger- 
many's own—and Germany surely knows 
the truth about her wealth, and earning 
power.

Dr. Sfierier says that ho him- 
self has seen the natives com* and 
make minor sacrifices to the goddess 
of eternal fire.

Its volcanoes, considering that it is 
a small island and contains Mauna 
Loa, wheh « the largest active vol- 
cano in the world. Mauna Loa erupts 
every seven of-eight years, tho erup-
